Note.—The varieties (a) and (4) with roulettes are unknown. I have 
adhered to the system of arrangement by perforations as on the separate 


Departmentals, as it is convenient for purposes of reference, and does not 
apparently involve any serious anachronism. This surcharge having been in 
use since 1874, it follows that there is a considerable number of varieties, 
the principal of which I have given in the preceding lists. 

There are however, many minor differences which collectors who go closely 
into matters may care to search for, and I will briefiy mention a few in the 
order of value. The %d.—the fifth stamp from the right hand of the sheet 
in each alternate row—has the p. of the surcharged word “penny” plainly 
lower than the other letters; some of the periods of O. S. (and this may be 
taken to apply to nearly all the remaining values) are three times the size of 
others. The 1d. appears first on the old type, most of the dates of postmarks 
I have seen being early in 1875, while three varieties of perforation of it 
are recorded. Of the second type (of 1871) and the 2d. the compound per- 
forations are difficult to find, the surcharge can be noted varying much in 
intensity as also in its position on the stamp, and is occasionally incomplete 
owing to faulty impressions. The 2d. is found with portions of three and 
five surcharges, with an O to right and an S to left, and with the O. S. placed 
vertically reading downwards. The 4d. 6d. and 1s. are to be met with 
double perforations in various gauges. In addition those who care to collect 
varieties ad infinitum will find that, perhaps arising from heavy printing, 
sets can be made in which the letters gauge 544 mm. in height, as against the 
usual 5 mm.,, and also with long stops; besides which there are numerous 
varieties of the overprint which may be classified as defective impressions.

There is no doubt that this list will be considerably added to as time pro- 
gresses; and I hope to be in a position to give further information shortly to 
the London Philatelic Society, and at the same time to try and educe some 
system from the examination of the foregoing lists, I have to acknowledge 
with thanks the valued co-operation of several collectors, and trust that, how- 
ever imperfect, some little addition has, by our united efforts, been made to 
our knowledge of these official stamps. 


COUNTERFEIT SWISS STAMPS. 


While the crusade against the London gang of counterfeiters is still fresh 
in the minds of the stamp collecting public, it is well to call attention to 
other gangs of counterfeiters who do their business openly, and, as it appears, 
without interference on the part of the government whose stamps they imitate 
and offer for sale. We do not know what the laws of Switzerland are as to the 
imitation of articles of value issued or printed by the government itself, but 
we should think that an earnest effort on the part of the reputable dealers in 
that couhtry would result in wiping out the nefarious business in counterfeit 
Cantonal stamps. A few weeks ago we noticed the following advertisements 
in a Swiss paper:— 


H. Geogg, Editor, Geneva, Switzerland —The only house which has up to 
this time attained absolute perfection in the re-production of old Swiss 
stamps, 

These re-impressions are printed one at atime on plates carefully prepared, 
and on paper of the period of the originals, which is deceiving to the eye of 
the greatest connoisseur and the most expert. All these stamps are can- 
celled.

I have shown this stamp to all the best 
collectors in San Francisco, and they all agree with me that it has every ap- 
pearance of genuineness and should put anend tothe claims of Accra to 
being the only town to use this provisional.

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JEYPORE.—In the words of a certain minister, “The wheels of the gods 
grind slowly, but they get there all the same,” and the truth of the saying is 
again illustrated by our London friends, the publishers of the Stamp News 

Since about seven or eight months every English journal as well as most of 
the other stamp papers have given us a vast amount of information as to in- 
teresting varieties of surcharge issued in the state of Jeypore, one of the In- 
dian States, When we first noticed the cataloguing of these stamps, we 
wrote to Indiafor a supply of them, and published the reply which we re- 
ceived, in the December number of this journal. Nota single one of our co- 
temporaries even took the trouble to notice the photographic reproduction 
which we gave of the following letter. “From the Postmaster of Jeypore to 
Mr. C. Rawson, the Dooars, Tea Co., Ltd. In reply to his letter of Oct. 16, 
begs to say that no stamps have yet been issued by the Jeypore State. He 
seems to be misinformed.” The Stamp News for April, 1892, has at last 
made the remarkable discovery that no stamps of Jeypore exist, and publish 
a letter from Col. H. P. Peacock, official resident, Jeypore, to Mr. Henry 
Jordan, Calcutta:— 

“Your letter of the roth of February, 1892. There are no Raj-Service 
stamps. The Engineering Department last year had these words overprinted 
on the British postal labels for the purpose of keeping a check on those used 
in the service of the Durbar, but on the representation of the Postal authori- 
ties this practice has been discontinued.” 

We hope that our contemporaries will now look back at our December, 1891 
number, and find that they might have saved considerable printer’s ink had 
they been more wide awake.

Following is a description of the new stamp, which 
will be issued on the 7th prox.: Diademed profile of Queen Victoria to left 
on ground of horizontal lines, within a white bordered oval of solid color in- 
scribed in thin white bordered oval of solid color in thin white block letters 
“New South Wales Postage” and “Halfpenny”, the two inscriptions being 
separated by a small ornament on either side; the oval is enframed and 
touches the four inner lines of an oblong frame, ornaments in upper corners, 
and one-half (34) in figures in lower corners; color, gray.—Sydney Daily 
Telegraph, March sth, 1892.

TONGA.—We have to thank the postmaster of these islands for the speci- 
mens of various envelopes, &c. ‘The first registration envelope was issued on 
October ist, 1891, and is very similar to our own, with stamp, as per annexed 
design, on the flap, and a letter “kr” in an oval on the left-hand side. The 
inscription “TONGA—REGISTERED LETTER” is in two lines. This was printed 
on paper of a pale bluish tint, and was suppressed on January Ist, 1892, by 
another on white paper. In this the “r” is smaller and the words ‘’rHis 
LETTER,” &c., are added as on our own envelopes. 

There is also an “envelope letter,’ the stamp of which we illustrate, size 
4548x314 inches, and a Government frank, the latter issued January 1st, 1887.

COUNTERFEITS OF THE EGYPTIAN 5Spiastres UNPAID LETTER 
STAMP OF THE 1886 ISSUE.

A very dangerous counterfeit of the s5pia gray has been sent to us from 
Egypt. It is exceedingly well done and will deceive anyone but an expert. 
The principal differences are as follows: 

In the counterfeit the letters of “‘POSTES EGYPTIENNES” and “A 
PERCEVOIR” are not as regular as in the genuine, which is especially the 
case with she last “S” of ““ EGYPTIENNES” and first “E” and “R” of 
“A PERCEVOIR.” The upper right corner ornament is wider in the coun- 
terfeit than in the genuine; if an imaginary line be drawn the through the 
center of the Turkish figure “5” (O) in the lower border it will go through 
the center of the “C” of “A PERCEVOIR” while in the genuine it would 
strike between the “R’’ and “C’”’ in the same word; in the genuine, the thin 
inner line of the frame is parallel with the outside line, while in the counter- 
feit it is nearer the outer line at top of the right side than at the bottom.

J. or PHILATELY, in the 
Advanced Collectors Catalogue of the stamps of Great Britain, I do not find 
mention of some Revenues used postally which I have in my collection, and 
which I am sending you herewith for inspection. 

The laws of 1881-82 admitted the use of nearly all the then existing rev- 
enue stamps, up to a certain amount, for postage, and I think your omission 
of those I allude to, and as I say, enclose herewith, must be due to an oversight. 

Were I not very sure of the source of my stamps I might look upon them 
as counterfeits. (I mean the cancellations of course) but I have every reason 
to consider them genuine. They are:

The law of 1881-82 only permitted Inland Revenue Stamps to be used as 
postage; many other revenue stampswere, however, used by fAz/ate/ists, and 
passed accidentally through the post office; but as the use of these was 
not sanctioned by the government, we do not see for what reason they should 
be catalogued. Wehave seena skr Austria, 1867, prepay a letter posted 
and delivered in New York city, the passing of this stamp through the P. O. 
was thus purely accidental, and it does not follow that the stamp was a provis- 
ional United States stamp.
